THE SCIENCE OF TRIFLES. 
How the Olerical Portion of Diplo-

ted from their immediate neighbors. 
it woull be interesting to know what 
ucd-vulual—centuries ago, very likely— 
ori “pated this peculiar hand for perpet- 
uation everafter. No such uniformity 
is nitned at in Washington, the only ob- 
jootsonurht being the execution of the 
nvwtest amd clearest seript attainable. 
ik fore the days of the telegraph it was 
‘whstomary to make each dispatch, for 
the sale of condensation, include as 
Hiuy (»pics as were to be communi- 
snied «bouts but now the invari- 
ible rale is to give each sub- 
ic t mn separate letter. In old times, 
vieu war raged and vessels were 
ine to search and capture on the high 
* by one party or another to 
the eonflict, all such documents were 
sent in triplicate, a copy on each of 
three ships, so that one might be sure 
to rench its destination. Modern eable 
improvements having done away with 
these perils no more than a single copy 
is ever transmitted. Theold rule was 
that a minister addressing a note to the 
government to which he was accredited 
must never under any circumstances 
write more than four lines of the body 
of the letter on the first page; the rest 
of the space is to be taken up exclusive- 
ly with titles and et cetera, marks; but 
this has become obsolete. Even di- 
plomacy progresses, and the time may 
yet arrive when the typewriter will be 
put into requisition for such purposes. 
All dispatches of international im- 
portance are written by Mr. Blaine 
with hisown hand. Each communica- 
tion of the sort he indites in the shape 
of a rough draft, which is apt to be full 
of corrections and interlineations. 
This goes to a copyist who produces it 
in a fair and beautiful seript on the big 
sheets of a fine linen paper already de- 
scribed. Next it is copied into the 
record books, after the secretary of 
state has signed it; but if it is to be sent 
by telegraph, the pretty copy on linen 
paper is omitted, the record book only 
preserving a transcript of it for future 
reference, if needed. A single wire 
connects the office with the Western 
Union, and an operator is always on 
hand to receive and transmit messages 
to all parts of the world at cut govern- 
ment rates. When the dispatches ar- 
rive, they are handed over by the chief 
clerk to the officials for whom they are 
properly intended, and such of them as 
require translation are given for that 
purpose to Mr. Thomas, the polyglot 
official translator for the departinent. 


A GRIPPE IN CHINA. 


Ten ‘Wheusand Persons Succumb to the 
Disease in One Day. 

The grip has swept over the Chinese 
empire and hundreds of thousands of 
natives have gone down before the 
dread disease. It was in February that 
the grip invaded the densely populated 
nation, and during the thirty days its 
ravages were felt the death rate in- 
creased to enormous proportions. 

An American, who is in the Chinese 
eustoms service at Whampoa, was at 
Whampoa at the time the grip was car- 
rying away the Celestials by the thou- 
sands. 

“The Chinese did not know what dis- 
case had broken out in their midst, and 
hundreds of the natives I know were 
frightened to death,” said he. The 
Chinese physicians were unable to say 
what disease was causing. the enor- 
mous increase in the death rate, and 
the result was a panic. The Monygolians 
unagined the evil spirit was demonstrat- 
ing his wrath by sending a plague 
among them, and in order to head off 
the wicked fellow’s intentions they 
went through the streets of all the 
large cities beating drums. The inten- 
tion was to drum the evil spirit out of 
the country. 

“At Whampoa, which is ten miles 
from Canton, the natives became 80 
alarmed that they took down the big 
drum which was built in the Joss house 

these, and thousands of people marched 
ij tho streets after the huge in- 
strument, which was being pounded all 
the time by four or five husky China- 
men. From that time on the death rate 
decreased, and the superstitious im- 
agined the disease had been drummed 
away. 

“I talked with several American 
physicians who were traveling through 
the country and they said the disease 
was the grip. The symptons were ex- 
actly the same as the people who 
were afflicted in this country experi- 
enced. During one week in Canton at
